The Engineering Society will tal$e its 
annual trip to the U.«, S. Bureaii of 
Standards on the evening of Tuesday 
December 14. An invitation has been 
extended by Director Stratton to\the 
Society, and the engineers will repeat 
their visits of former years. The group 
will meet at 15th and New Yotk Ave., 
at 7 :3d P. M. and proceed to the 1 Bureau 
which is situated near Connecticut Ave- 
nue extended. A light supper will be 
served at the Bureau for a small sum 
after the inspection. 

The buildings of this big governmental 
experimental and testing plant will be 
thrown open to the Students. Tests to be 
arranged especially for this trip include 
the failure of a steel column in the 2,500, 
000 pound- Emory, testing machine, tests 
of liquid air and its manufacture, the 
liquefaction of gases, cement testing, heat 
and electic power distribution to various 
laboratories, electrical testing equipment, 
and others.

The University has just bought itself 
an early Christmas gift in the form of 
an additional building for the Depart- 
ment of Arts and Sciences. The hottse 
just east of the main building, numbered 
2017 G Street, has just been acquired, 
Deap Howard L. Hocfgkins of the De- 
partment of Arts and Sciences has 
announced. 

Already extensive improvements and 
additions tq this farmer dwelling are 
under way. The old une-story kitchen 
in the rear will be torn down and a new 
two-story addition will provide two large 
dais rooms. On the first and second 
floors of the front part of the present 
structure the partitions will be removed, 
and each floor will be converted into 
a large class room.

The third floor 
will, at present, be devoted to offices for 
faculty members. 

Dr. Swisher will hold all his classes 
in the class room on the first floor froot 
of the new building, instead of as now, 
the room to the r£ar of library. Pro- 
fessor Henning will no longer hold 
the \room he occupies at present. He 
will move into an office on the third 
floor of the new building and will meet 
all his classes in class rooms of the same 
building. 

The Arts and Sciences library will 
through the acquisition of the new 
building receive much needed additional 
space. The partition between the htatoTy 
room now in use and the present library 
will be removed and the combined length 
of the two rooms will be given more 
shelf room and more space for tables. 

The girls will be given a better rest 
and study room. The room in which 
Professor Henning now meets his classes 
will become the new girl’s room. The 
present rest room will become a cloak 
room for the girls, in addition to the 
room now used as such. 

In planning the remodeling of the 
addition, facilities for social activity as 
well as regular work were considered. 
It was first proposed to place raised 
seats in the front class room on the first 
floor, but it was finally decided to put in 
a specially smooth floor in order that 
this room may be used for dancing at 
student gatherings. This room is about 
24 by 40 feet, and is equal in area to the 
present A. & S. Assembly Hall, but it is 
wider and not qfijte as long. Being of 
more convenient dimensions, it will be 
likely to take the place of the Assembly 
Hall now in use for "Mixers” and other 
student functions. 

It is expected that the building will 
be ready for occupancy in about three 
months, or by the end of February or 
March. Professor' Woodward of the 
College of Engineering is planning the 
lighting of the building. Dean Hodgkins 
and Treasurer Holmes, together with
